' REVOLTING SAVAGE RITES. 


A VIVID DESCRIPTION CF MISSION 
LIFE IN APRICA. 


A Terrible Picture of Cruelty Prac- 
tised by Fetish Pricsts—Human 
Flesh at Public Sale. 


The Rev. Ferdinand Meshini and the 
Rey. William Connaughton have arrived 
from Africa, where they have been con- 
verting the natives along the gold coast, 
around the White Nile and in the Sou- 
dan. The society of which they are 
members is known as the Socicty of Af- 
rican Missions. An interesting history 
of the perils of mission life was graphi- 
cally related by Father Meshini. From 
the reverend father’s account human*sac- 
rifice and slave trading are still exten- 
sively carried on. Father Meshini said 
that at Lagos, near Sierra Leone, where 


the parent house is established, natives 


are quite well educated. 

‘*The natives of the second genera- 
tion,” the priest said, ‘‘may be called 
members of a civilized community. At 
Porto-Novo, Lagos, Abekouta and other 
stations it is not rare to find native 
children carrying off the prizes from the 
children of European parents who are 
domiciled in these locafities. When a 
boy has attained the ageof thirteen years 
he is advised by the missionaries them- 
selves to choose a wife from among the 
girls of the convent school. Agri- 
culture and the various trades are 
becoming factors in the communi- 
ty. The country was frequently de- 
vastated by famine. Whenever the rain 
fell too abundantly the fruits which con- 
stitute the staple diet of the natives, rot- 
ted and starvation followed. Corn not

In Europe we have had miracle 
plays, such as still attract crowds to 
Ober-Ammergau; but the intention of 
these is emphatically to convey deep re- 
ligious impressions to the minds of the 
people, whereas the femple plays in China 
are solely intended to amuse and propi- 
tiate the idols, who are supposed, in 
common with their worshippers, to have 
a passion for the drama, and to share 
their wonderful power of endurance as 
regards the length of the plays, some of 
which are dragged on for three whole 
days, from dawn to sunset. These tem- 
ple plays are the great and gratis enter- 
tainment of the people, who attend in 
crowds.

TRADITIONAL OBSERVANCES OF 
THE SEASOW IN ENGLAND. 


Beligious Sentiments and Popular 
Superstition :—Carols, Games aud 
Customs. 


And all the angels in Heaven shall sing, 
On Christmas Day, on Christmas Day ; 
And all the bells on earth shall ring, 
On Christmas Day in the morning. 


Then let us all rejoice amain 


On Christmas Day, on Chrismas Day; 
Then let us all rejoice amain, 
On Christmas Day in the morning. 


So sang the waits throughout Merrie 
England before the influence of the ref- 
ormation changed the character of the 
Christmas praise from its simpler ballad 
form into the more solemn ‘‘Chrestenmas 
Carowles, auctorisshed by my~ Lord of 
London,” in the latter part of the six- 
teenth century. The Puritians, carrying 


their zeal a step further, denounced the 
singing of carols altogether, and would 
fain have suppressed the feast of Christ- 
mas itself as peruicious and unscriptural. 
But the many time-honored customs 
which clung tothe observance of the 
day were dear to the hearts of all, and 
from the re-establishment of the Stuart 
dynasty down to the present time we 
hear of carols being eung both on Christ- 
mas eve and on the morning of Christ- 
mas Day. 

Some of these, as Herrick’s exquisite 
Star Song, are poems of the hignest merit 
and others attractive only from their | 

uaint simplicity and evident spirit of | 
evotion : 
Good Christians riss, this is the morn, 
When Christ the Savior He was born 
All in a stable so lowlee, 
At Bethlehem in Galilze. 
Rejoice! our Savior He was born 
n Christmas day in the morning. 


Others again are merely doggerel, 
sung by children as they go from house 
to house, collecting the 
Christmas bounty fromall. Tie follow- | 
ing belongs to Yorkshire, and the little 
ones were wontto carry with them a 
Christmas tree as a badge of their mis- 
sion : 
Well-a-day! well-a-day! 
Christmas too scon goes away; 
For the good times will not stay. 
We are not beggars from door to door, 
. But neighbors’ children known before, 
So gooding pray, 
We cannot stay, 
But must away, 
For the Christmas will not stay. 

But if the singing of Christmas carols 
dates back to the very earliest ages of 
Christianity, when the bishops were ac- 
customed to chantthem to their assem- 
bled flocks, other ancient practices be- 
longing to the day, as, for instance, the 
hanging of the mistletoe and the burn- 
ing of the Yule log, have their origin in 
Pagan times and are borrowed directly 
from the Druids and the Scandinavian 
riter in honor of the Norse god, Thor. 
The hauling in and burning of the Yule 
log was one of the most joyous Christ- 
mas ceremonies of feudal days, a time 
when old wrongs were forgotten, strife 
was laid aside and peace and plenty 
reigned throughout. 

A portion of the half-cofisumed block 
was carefully laid aside until the follow- 
ing Christmas, when it was used to light 
the new log, and in the meantime it Was 
supposed to be an infallible protection 
against fire. The Yule candle, an enor- 
mous light, shed unwonted brilliancy 
over the scene. 

Analagous to the ceremony of the Yule 
log was the burning of the ashton, or 
ashen fagot. While the hu: bundle 
was blazing on the hearth jollity reigned 
supreme in hall and kitchen, master and 


accustomed | 


servant alike joining in the games, which 
were apt to be of an arduous and tryivg 
character, jumping in sacks and diving 
for apples being among the most popular. 
Every time one of the bands snapped 
asunder the host was required by a time- 
honored custom to furnish his guests 
with a fresh bowl of liquor; nor was the 
demand unheeded, Indeed on so large 
a scale was the hospitality of ‘‘ashen 
faggot night,’’ enjoyed in the capacious 
farm-house kitchens, that all thrifty 
Devonshire housewives took especial 
care that their chimneys were well swept 
in preparation, lest the huge blaze of the 
Christmas logs should result in a disas- 
trous fire. 

In Cheshire it is the almost universal 
habit of farm servants to hire themselves 
from New Year's Eve to Christmas Day, 
thus securing a week of absolute free- 
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they throng the streets of Chester and 
the adjacent towns, dressed in their gay- 
est clothes, spending their wages liber- 
‘ally, enjoying their holiday to the ut- 
most and leaving their masters and mis- 
tresses at home to take care of themselves 
and their work as well as they are able. 

The various games and diversions 
proper to Christmas Eve are many of 
them of great antiquity, and have been 
handed down from generation to gener- 
ation with little apparent change. Snap- 
dragon, one of the most popular sports 
in England, is of ancient and respected 
er The raisins are put in a 

road, shallow bowl, or dish, and 
covered with brandy, which is then 
ignited, and the guests endeavor to 
secure their portion by plunging their 
hands into the burning fluid. 

Flapdragon, a popular game in the 
western counties of England, — 
etill greater heroism, the guest being 
expected to try and drink the contents 
of a can of ale or cider in which a burn- 
ing candle had been put with a view to 
singeing his tace and beard. 

As for the ‘‘mummers,” their popu- 
larity has held good from the time the 
loyal citizens of London entertained 
Prince Richard, son of the Black Prince, 
with a splendid ‘‘mummerie” in the 
year 1377. Henry IV., we are told, 
came near being murdered by a party 
of conspirators who were to be 
disguised as Twelfth Night mum- 
mers, and Henry VIII. waged open war 

inst all masqueraders, punishing them | 
with imprisonment and fines. But the | 
amusement of so many years was not to 
be lightly expelled from the affections of 
the people, and down to the present day, 
in quiet country places, the mummers 
have gone their rounds, fantastically 
attired to represent Father Christmas, 
St. George, the dragon, the doctor, the 
grand Turk and Oliver Cromwell, Their 
rhymes are rude doggerel, intersperged 
with absurd jokes which never fail to 
please the ears of their uncritical audi- 
ence.

Superstitions About the Blin. 


The superstitions about blind people 
are so many and so queef as to seem to 


belong to the sixtecnth ratherthan tothe 


nineteenth century, says the principal of 
the Pennsylvania Institute for the Blind. 
Many well educated persons suppose that 
the blind can see in the dark, and that 
they can hear to a supernatural extent, 
and some who are not particularly learned 
profess to believe that they exert an evil 
influence over children. It is a theory 
that the pleasure of smoking depends on 
the satisfaction derived from seeing the 
smoke and the fire. Asa matter of fact, 
we have inmates who enjoy nothing so 
much as tobacco. In some cases we 
have had trouble in curing ay ad- 
dicted to the use of the weed, and, alto- 
gether, I think there is sufficient evidence 
to disprove the fire and smoke idea. 
People acquire the art of smoking after 
the eyesight has been destroyed. 

The general make-up of the blind and 
those that can see is the same. A great 
number of blind people have lost the 
use of their eyes before they were three 
years old. When they grow up they de- 
velop characteristics that one might sup- 
pose would only come from the ability to 
see and compare. ‘The little blind girls, 
whohave not much recollection of what 
things in the world look like, get some- 
where or. other a love of dress, and they 
display all the vanity of the every-day 
child, who can see and admire itself in 
the looking-glass. They learn to know 
what colors suit them, and insist on 
being at their best. You will, perhaps, 
think it strange that they who cannot 
see appreciate the existence in others of 
sight which, to them, must be inexpli- 
cable and inconceivable, but it is so, and 
i cannot pretend to account for it. You 
would think that on their appearance in 
a public place they would imperfectly 
realize that other people could know 
what they were doing without touching 


them. Yet when our pupils give exhi- 
bitions of calisthenics and gymnastics 
they display before going before the 


spectators every system of stage-fright. 
It is a mistake to suppose that nature 
compensates for blindness by making the 
other senses more acute. There is a su- 
perstition that a blind man can attain a 
nicer sense of hearing and of touch than 
a man who is bl with the use of his 
eyes. There have been many pretty 
things said about the bencficence of a 
system that diyided the energy that be- 
longed to a lost sense among the senses 
that remained. It is true that a blind 
person learns to tell a good deal that is 
going on by his sense of hearing. He 
can tell people by their footsteps, but 
any one can learn to do this if he will 
take the trouble that a blind man is 
willing to take in acquiring it. I have 
tried it myself and have succeeded. At 
one time, after I had devoted some at- 
tention to the matter, I could tell a large 
number of the pupils by their knock at 
my door, and even now I recognize the 
taps of many of them.—Philadelphia 
Press. 


The District of Columbia.

The National Festival of Wales. 


The Eisteddfod is the great national 
festival of Wales, which had the com- 
mencement of its history in the remote 
past. It was established in the infaney 
of civilization and knowledge in the 
British Isles. The Eisteddfod has been 
the nursery of the bards and bardism in 
Wales, and in the absence of any other 
educational facilities it was the instruc- 
tor of the people from time immemorial 

According to an old Welsh trial ‘there 
are three artifices of poetry and recor¢ 
among the nation of the Kymry: ( Welsh 
Gwyddon Ganhebon, who first in the 
world invented vocal song; Hu the 
Mighty, who first invented the means o/ 
recording and preserving vocal song; and 
Tydan, the Father of the Muse, who first 
gave rules to vocal song and a system of 
recording. From what‘these three meno 
effected, bards and bardism originated, 
the dignitics and customs pertaining to 
which were arranged systematically 
by the three original bards, ‘Plenydd, 
‘Alon,’ and ‘Gwron.’ Three ranks of 
orders constituted what was called Bar 


das or Bardism: That of bard or poet, | 


that of Ovydd or philosopher, and that 
of Druid or instructor. The motto of 
this institution was and is to this day: 
“Y Gwir yn erbyn y byd”—(The Truth 
Against the World), from which it would 
appear that the Eisteddfod or Bardism 
was instituted for the purpose of propag: 
ating truth. 

y Eisteddfod was the fount of in 
struction, moral and religious, at the 
time of the ancient Druids. The vehicle 
by which instruction, or, as it was prob. 
ably.termed, ‘‘Truth,” was propagated 
The Bard wrought the phi- 


minis. 
ter of such religion as the Celtic Cysary 
essed, communicated to his 


pupiis 
the result of the Bard and Ovydd. Whe 
Druidical verses then probably constitute 


the most ancient poctry of Britain,

More than 1,500 Deaths in a Popa- 
lation of Less than 22,000. 


A correspondent, giving an account of the 
terrible plague which nas destroyed hundreds 
of lives in the Cumberland mountains, says: 


Pike, Letcher, Harlan and Bell are the four 
counties in the extreme southeastern part of 
Kentucky which border onthe State of Vir- 
ginia, where it formsa big V between them 
and the State of Tennessee to the south. The 
border counties in Virginia are Buchanan, 
Dickenson. Wise and Lee. These 
eight counties form the district in 
which a most fatal plague has 
for very nearly two months, carrying off 
more people in proportion to the number of 
inhabitants than the cholera in its worst 
in France during the past year. The 
of this district is near the junction of Letcher 
and Harlan counties, in Kentucky, with Wise 
county, Virginia, a point that is about 150 
miles southeast of Cincinnati. 
region that the feuds between families become 
known to the blic through the extermina- 
tion of one of families and the subsequent 
acquital of the exterminators by a jury of 
their peers. 

The Cumberland is only one of many high 
ridges that trend from southwest to northeast 
in Kentucky and Virginia, and in conse-

But when, in last September, ® was noticed 
that no rain had fallen for six weeks, the peo-

States. In Bell county and the eastern town- 
ships of Kmox 211 deaths have been so far re- 
ported. In Harlan county 200 people have 
died. In Wise county, Virginia, the mortality 
has been more frightful still The Gaysviile 
Times has reported 150 dea including the 
entire Clark family of five who lived at the 
foot of Garrison’s Gap. _ In addition to this 
41 deaths have been reported along Gold's 
Camp creek, including an entire family of 
four Along Guests River creek twenty-five 
more have died. Six people were buried in 
one graveyard there in one day. Crane’s 
Nest is a four-cornered séttiement in West 
county, near the Dickenson county line. A 
gentleman who rode overiand from that place 
to Ervinton. a distance of thirty-one miles, 
said yesterday that he passed houses where a 
few more than 40/ people lived during the 
month of September, but in the last two 
months 116 of them had died. The popula- 
tion of Ervinton and vicinity is about 750. 
Of these forty-one have died of the plague in 
six weeks. OUutof a population of less than 
22,000 more than |,500 have died. 

The plague began when the wells and 
springs went dry, and was doubtless the result 
of using water that was impure. The few 
vhbysicians here say that the water contained 
mineral poison of some kind, because only a 
mineral poison would havé produced the 


The scarcity of 
and the peculiar habits of 
le undoubtedly made the diseass more 
tal When oncea member of a family was 
stricken the rest were pretty sure to follow, 
and this was due in many cases to a great 
lack of proper care for the sick. The 
usually tried to doctor theniselves, and thi 
increased the fatality. Beside a great variety 
of patent nostrums, the favorite remedies 
were liberal doses of hot mutton tallow, 's 
grease mixed with burnt (mulled) brandy 
coctions of tobacco and of blackberry roots, 
and all sorts of herb teas and at all stages of 
the disease whisky. There are not over fif- 
teen physicians in th: eight counties, but if 
there had been a hundred the people in many 
sections would not have hired them. In 1854 
a similar but less virulent plague raged 
throu rh these mountains, There were more 
physicians then, but they knew less of medi- 
cine than the people they tried to care for. 
ae and calomel were the favorite reme- 
ies, and the consequent deaths created a not 
unnatural prejudice in the minds of the 
people Many of the people are absolutely 
destitute. The crops have been short for two 


seasons, and there would have been hard 
times during the winter if the e had 
not come. Relief committess ve been 


organized in the larger villages beyond the 
mountains, but the only outside relief re- 
ceived so far was $1,200 from the cattlemen’s 
convention at St. Louis. The things most 
aeeded are clothing, medicine and competent 
obysicians and nurses.
